The report 
was as follows: 

“We figured up what we be-

said Mr Robinson. “If 3000 
galons of milk is consumed in 
Calgary per day—and this is a 
very conservative estimate—on a 
basis of a three per cent test, 
which is lower than the greater 
bulk of the cans which come in 
the 3000 gallons goes at $1.80 
per hundred, and amounts to 
$550 per day, or $64,500 per 
year. On differences in testing 
we came to the conclusion that 
the shippers lostin Calgary each 
year abont $10,000 anyw y, and 
the need of a good man to look 
after the milk at this end is plain 
to every one of us,

Farmers Will Sel Own 
Butter and Eggs 


Last week the Strathmore Farm- 
ers Co-operative Ttrading Coy., in 
response to a number of requests, 
decided to add the handling of butter 
and eggs to their other activities, 
and already they are handling a 
considerable quantity of these dairy 
products. 

With regard to eggs these are 
being taken on Mondays and Fri- 
days, and each person who intends 
to do business through the 
is required to provide himself with 
an egg stamp bearing a number, 
the name of the society, and a date 
line. Every egg is to be stamped 
tested to guarantee its freshness, 
and in case of any detect the con- 
sumer can trace the egg back to the 
original shipper. 

The same applies to butter. 
Each pound of butter shipped out is 
to be wrapped io a printed wrapper 
bearing name of the Society and of 
the producer, so that the customer 
has the same protection as with the 
eggs and the producer of good but- 
ter isprotected against the producer 
of inferior stuff. 

The effort being made to stand- 
ardise the product will, if carefully 
handled, result in the Strathmore 
product commanding a better price 
in the Calgary market, to which in 
is intended in the first place to ship 
it.
